The train which left here on the Michigan 
Southern at 5:20 last evening took with it to 
the East one of the smartest and most skillful 
forgers who has ever been arrested in this coun- 
try. He went on to New York in the custody 
of the officers of the law, accompanied by a 
minor accomplice, who has long resided in this 
city, being jotned on the way by a person of 


pven greater ability as a criminal, who will go 


along to the East, there to stand trial for a 
series of offenses extending over about ten 


years. 
During the latter part of last year and the 


“arst of this a number of beavy frauds were 


committed upon New York banks by the use of 
bogus checks. Chief among these was one on 
the 8th of January, when the Third National 
Bank of that city was defrauded out of §26,- 
986.75 by means of @ check purporting to have 
been drawn by the firm of Winslow, Lanier & 
Co. At about the same time a check purport- 
ing to be drawn by the New York Life-Io- 
surance Company on the Union Trust of 
New York for about $40,000 was presented 
and paid. There had been other operations of a 
similar nature, many of which have never been 
made public, although known smong Eastern 
bankers. The two firms whose names are given 
above were unwilling to put up with any such 
loss as this without an effort to bring to punish- 
mept the perpetrators, and they put the matter 
into the hands of the regular police. They,

Then, when the larger amount was 
written m on the face of the draft, they had on 
the tracing a fac-simile of a number of the let- 
ters and which were used in the greater 
amount. If, for instance, they bought a drait 
for “ forty-five dollars,“ they had ou the trac- 
ing nearly all letters which went 
to make up “ four hued forty- 
five dollars,” if the bose to fill in a 
Craft with that amoun These tracings can in 
every instance be identified by the banks, and 
thus furnish absolute evidence. The oblitera- 
tion of the ink was remarkably well dove. An 
examination with strong microscopes failed to 
show that anything had been removed, excep 
haps, where a person knew that acid ha 
en used, he might fancy that he saw a differ- 
ence ip the color of the paper. But that almost 
imperceptible difference ceased to appear when 
the false letters and figures were written on the 
face of the draft. 
AS REGARDS CHECKS, 
the operation was perhaps a little more compli- 
cated, since it apparently required more confed- 
erates. They had to learn from somebody in a 
bank or in the office ofa firm depositing in a 
particular bank just how the deposit account 
stood. It is said that some forged checks have 
been drawn for sums as high as $75,090, snd 
that these checks were not only made for 
amounts which were in tbe bank, but that the 
false the correct, or nearly the cor- 
rect, serial; that is, it the last check 
which this particular firm had sent 
bank was No. 1,836, the terged one wu@id be 
1,820, 1,839, or 1,831.

I bad never known him very much up to the 
time of the last cam when used 
to meet him very often, and we be 
came somewhat intimate. My opinion of 
him is that he is my A capable of 
tilling a place on the Board of Education, and 
with credit to himself. In fact, he would bea 
far better man than some who are pow in the 
Board that I have in my mind. Mr. Vocke isa 
well-educated man. has pubdiished a trans- 
lation of Rodenberg’s poems, which was really 
very creditable, ne bas delivered a lecture 
which evinced a good deal of profound thought 
expressed in a very clear, intelligent way, 
fore the Philosophical Society. Besides tha 
he bas made épeeches at several gatherings 
the German people of Chicago, and has also 
spoke during the cam us. Perbaps you 
recollect his specch at the dedication of Hum- 
bold Park. Mr. Vocke bas a t- 
erary ambition which is certainly very 
preisewortliv. He is always seeking light and 
knowledge, and is really an indefatigable work- 
er. He came here a poor boy of 17, and has 
worked himself up to the business and social 
position he now occupies. In fact, he is a self- 


taught and self-made map. He has never pusn- ¢ 


ed himself forward among the Germans, but 
is well liked by them, and looked up to as 
a representative man. Iu my opinion, as far as 
ability and character go, the Mayor could hardly 
tind a better man for the place. 

Mr. George F. Blanke, the lawyer, was not in- 
timately acquainted with Mr. Vocke, but, from 
what be did know of him, could safely venture 
the following opinion: ‘ He is a man of educa- 
tion and great strength of will, and I know 
nothing against him. As far as my observation 
extends, however, 1 do pot regard as avery 

ular man, but as to his ability, I should say 

e was well qualified for a place on the Board of 
Education. 

Mr. August Beck, the tobaceo man, had evi- 
dently been interviewed some time or other in 
his life by a Times reporter, r he was not in 
the most awiable mood when his visitor hap- 
pened to mention that he was a newspaper- 
man. The utmost the reporter could get out 
of him was that he considered Mr. Vocke a fit 
man for the place, and that he stood well among 
the Germans of Chicago.

THE HON. CASPAR BUTZ, 

City Clerk, said that there was probably no 
gentleman in the city better qualified for the 
office of School Board Inspector than was Mr. 
Vocke. He was an educated gentleman of rec- 
ognized ability. He was a gentleman fond of 
literary and scientifle study and research, and 
took a lively interest in those matters witn 
whieh the Board of Education bad to deal.

A FEASIBLE SCHEME. 
To the Editor of The Growler : 

Cureaco, Aug. 18.—We can hardly look into a 
newspaper but we see some mention made of the 
rush Into the cities of men from the country, and 
the general dislike manifested for farm labor by 
the rising generation. After speaking of these 
things they frequently advise young people gener 
ally to oe away from the city and. nted 
with the farm. This is all very good, bat they go 
on to advise men oat of employment in the city 
get into the country. Very good advice no doudt. 
but few realize how utterly impossible for mauy to 
follow that advice. rmen with whom I 
have been in contact ia this city would glad_y leave 
if they had money enough to get out with. One 
great reason of our strikes riots was a surplus 
of men in the cities. If there were no more men 
in a city than were required to do the work there 
would be few idle bands, and you know the old 
saying, Satan finds work for idle hands to da. 
Now, | have an idea to s Cannot some 
metnod be devised of furnishing free traasporta- 
tion to the deserving poor whe desire to’ go into 
the country to live not transvortation to the per- 
sons alone, but also for their effects? What little 
the poor have they value as highly as do their 
wealthier neighbors their goods and chattels. If 
they were obf?iged to dispose of them they would 
realize little or pothing. and would be obliged to 
replace with new, which they could il! afford. 
If no other arrangement could be made with the 
railroad companies, I am convinced that it would 
pay the city and the community generally to raise 
the money by taxation, or by appropriation by 
Legislature, or in some other way, and pay the 
railroad com tae lar rates of transporta- 
tion and freight. To be sure it would cost a con- 
siderable amount of money, but I am not sure bat 
it would be money sav the end. Our riot 
cost us, in 8 it and zu the cessation of 
trade, upwards of $100,000, and this is compara- 
tively littie beside the losses sustained in Pitts- 
burg and elsewhere. If all these losses of the 
Government, the people generally, and the rail- 
roads, could be summed up and the same amount 
of money been laid out in transporting these poor 
families out into the country, what an amount of 
happiness might have been cansed, and it would 
have had atendency to prevent these strikes and 
riots, by taking away some of the surplus help to 
equalize the supply and the demand. What 
happy condition of the affairs of labor if the de- 
maud equals the supply! Bat, in regard to the 
cost of this, I think when the railroad companies 
saw what beneficial results must follow this free 
transvortation scheme that they would aleo favor 
it, and, if they did not give it free, they would make 
great redactions. It would bea _ plan to pat it 
into the power of the Mayor of his city te issue 

asses, and to appoint committees to investigate 
nto the circumstances and characters of those ap- 
plying for passes. to prevent dishonest persons 
taking advantage of a free pass system to gratify 
their traveling propensities and inclinations. The 
passes should be issued only to these who are wor- 
thy, and only good to go out of cities into the 
country, not out of one city into another, and on!

indignant Taxpayers Confer with 
the Town Officers. 


It Appears that the Sinking Fund Has 
Been Mieappropriated. 


A Bonded Indebiedness at a Beary Rate of In. 
terest-—-Extravagant Salaries, 


A meeting of persons owning property in the 
Town of Lake was held yesterday morning in the 
office of W. D. Kerfoot, No. 8 Washington 
strect, Mr. John Wentworth in the chair. Mr. 
Moriarty, on behalf ef the Committee appoint- 
ed to investigate the condition of the Sinking 
Fund, reported substantially as follows: 
Attention is first directed to the Stuking Fund. 
The three ordinances creating the water-loan 
debt require $63,346.04 to be arnually levied for 
interest on the bends and a Sinking Fund, 
which has been done. The interest on the bonds 
is annually $27,800. In 1875 and 1876 large 
sums were levied by virtue of these ordinances, 
and the appropriation bills to pay the particular 
interest on the water debt, and no other inter- 
est, for the balance was for the Sinking Fund. 


In each of the three ordinances creating the 


water loans is the following: “It shall be the 
duty of the Trustees to invest the money be- 
longing to the Sinking Fund, in this ce 
provided for, in interest-bearing bo of the 
United States or of the State of DMnois, and to 
use the same for the purchase and retirement of 
the Town of Lake water bonds, herein provided 
for, and said money sball He used in no other 
manner whatsoever.” The Town Accountant 
has a Sinking-Fund account brought down to 
Jan. 1, 1877, and his figures show that the fund 
has received rey and 2 fer other 
purposes than was crea or, there 
has becn paid out of it $65,639.60. It thus ap- 
pears that the town sow owes the Sinking Fund 
$65,689.60; and that the Sinking Fund is over 
$12,000’ worse than nothing. The taxpayers 
may estimate how leng at this rate it will take 
forthe Sinking Fund to paythe town debt. 
Already $40,000 of bonds, nc 10 per cent 
interest, have become due, but unpaid, 
because of the depletion of the Sinking Fund. 
The fund appears te have converted or ab- 
stracted to pav the large amount of interest an- 
nually incurred by the town om its town orde 
certificates, etc. Tae Appropriation bills o 
1875 and 1876 show that the tax was levied for 
the cular interest and Sinking Fund speci- 
fied in the ordinances. The ordmances set forth 
that the money so levied shall not be used in 
any other manner whatsoever. By what au- 
thority this Sinking Fund has been appropriat. 
ed or borrowed for ether pur poses, and diverted 
from the purposes for which it was levied and 
collected does not appear. An Appropriation 
bill is only a disguise when such a power is ex- 
exercised by the Town Board, or any member 


he books of the accountant if properly kept. 
ought to show the tax collected Kpportioned to 
each item of the Appropriation bl, and every 
warrant charged to its proper fand, and a - 
ance struck at the end of each fiscal year. But 
from the interest account it cannot learned 
why the town the last year issued the town 
warrants for $61,120.73 of interest money. The 
net indebtedness of the town is $160,899.81. 
The paying of so much money for interest an- 
nually seems entirely inconsistent with proper 
financiafinanagement. The excessive taxation 
in Lake d due partly to a general extravagance 
and looseness in mandyzing the town airs. 
The history of the water debt is well known. 
Last year the cash income from this source was 
less than the amount shared with Hyde Park 
for running expenses. The taxes of the Town 
of Lake are deemed in all respects needlessly 


high. :

Mr. Veeder, Town Attorney, said that last 
vear the Town was unable to take up the bonds 
due, and had te make an arrangement 
with the holders to continue them for 
another ear. The great trouble was 
that both principal and interest had 
to be met before the tax levy came in. As a 
natural consequence the town was always eicht- 
een months in arrears of interest. Furthermore 
the town had failed te make a levy forthe frst 
year’s interest, and had been unable to collect 
a great deal of the taxes, which were tied up in 
the courta. 

Mr. Moses Wentworth contended that over 
$13,000 had been collected and ought to have 
been devoted to the Sinking-Fund. Not a dollar 
of it was to be found in the Tre@ury. He de- 
lieved the entire debt could be funded at 7 per 
cent, and was not prepared to believe that the 

resent Board of Trustees bad run their credit 
nto the ground so that they had to pay 10 per 
cent. 

Mr. Veeder owned that he could 1. un- 
derstand that there was no money iu the Treas- 
ury to the credit of the Sinking Fund, although 
he could not speak pesitively: He claimed that 
the debt o ed with a former Board of 
Trustees, and that the present orranization 
found the accounts in an awfully mixed state 
when they took hold. The old Board had flat- 
tered the people by making smal! tax-levies, and 
had issued town orders which were turning up 
trom time to time, and which had to be paid. 

Mr. Wentworth was willing to admit that the 
existing Town Board bad much improved 
system of keeping accounts.

The debtor usually 
hoide the legal title to tne property, with a power 
to sell, but he nevertheless always holds it ass 
trustee for his creditor,—that 1s, subject to the 
equitable right or title of the credifor to the same 
property. Dedts, again, are the titles or the rep- 
resentatives of property or of money due. A 
warehouse receipt given for wheat is a title to the 
wheat, but it Js not the wheat itself; nor is the 
debt the property it represents. There is no value 
in the debt except in the property which it repre- 
sents, or to which it is an equitable title. 

In his opinion, Judge Fostzr said that 
property and a debt (considered as a repre- 
sentative of the property pledged for its pay- 
ment) constitute together but one subject 
for the purpose of taxation. The tax being 
paid on the property without diminution on 
account of the debt, nothing remains to be 
taxed. The debt indeed, aside from the 
property behind it, and of which it is the 
representative, is simply worthless.” The 
Connecticut Court conceded that in the case 
of real and tangible property the title is not 
capable of being severed from the property 
and taxed. separately in different jurisdic- 
tions. But the debt, which was a charge on 
the property, an intangible right or interest 
in that property, the Court declared existed 
as a separate property, and was taxable in 
Connecticut.

THE FAST-FREIGHT BARNACLES. 

The discussion of the labor problem, 
especially as it involves railroads, covers a 
wide field. Our reporters have investigated 
one phase, and in our last issue were printed 
the results, which give one very important 
reason why railroads are unable to pay divi- 
dends and are compelled to reduce the wages 
of their employes. In an interview with a 
very prominent railroad official, the latter 
let in a floodgof light upon this subject, 
speaking in a general way of railroad busi- 
ness. One case will illustrate the whole. 
In order to attract custom, the railroads allow 
a rebate to heayy shippers. A large mer- 
cantile house makes an annual contract witb 
the roads or with the fast-freight lines which 
live upon the roads at a certain rate, say 75 
cents per hundred. The house pays this 
rate, and then at any time it pleases lays 
claim to a rebate of 45 cents, which is 
allowed, leaving 30 cents which must be 


| divided between three or four companies 


and their Red, White, or Blue 
lines. Deducting the numerous minor 
charges from this amount, and it is easy 
to see that next to nothing goes 
into the treasury of the Company 
to be divided among the stockholders. 
Therefore it happens that while the expenses 
of a road may be light and the amount of 
tonnage it carries very heavy, still its re- 
ceipts are exceedingly small, and do not yield 
any return to the owners.

In our real-estate article of last Sunday we

To recapitulate briefly, we showed that the 
farmers of the four States—Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, and Kansas—would have at least 
56,000,000 bushels more wheat to sell than last 
year; that the average ability of the farmers in 
these States to buy goods would be at least 60 
per cent greater than last year; that our 
home-manufacturing interests, here in the 
city, were increasing this year in spite of the 
hard times at the rate of from 15 to 25 per cent 
over last year in nearly all of the most impor- 
tant branches of manufacture, and ta 
drougnt in the Upper Mississippi pineries 
last spring would result in giving Chicago near- 
ly half the Western lumber trade, which has 
heretofore been supplied from that region. 

But the above facts relate only to the region 
which has fora long time been acknowledged 
as strictly tributary to Chicago,—they had no 
reference to that broader foundation 4or n 
special increase of trade in this city which is to 
be found in the 

EXTENSION OF TRADE 
made by the extension of Chicago railroads in 
the last year or two, and the effects whicn their 
extensions are beginning to show in a vast in- 
crease of traffic between this cityand the further 
States and Territories which have not hereto- 
fore been counted as very, important factors in 
our prosperity, viz.: Dakota, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Texas, andalso all that partof the 
South traversed by the new tributary roade of 
the Illinois Central. Omitting for the present 
any statistics in regard to Dakota with its great 


increase of grain crops, Colorado and New Mex- 


ico with their numerous new mines, which are 
being opened ie greater numbers now than ever 
before, let usturn tothat State which until 
within the past eighteen months was scarcely 
heard of as a trade tributary to Chicago, and 
give a few facts in regard to the 

INCREASE OF TRADE WITH TEXAS. 

A few days ago our attention was called to the 
fact that, owing to the increase of trade between 
Chicago and Texas, the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad Company had put on a line of 
sleeping coaches running direct through, with- 
out change of cars, from Chicago to Houston, 
Tex., the route being via the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railway, and through Hannibal, Se- 
dalia, Fort Scott, Denison, and Dallas. There 
nad already for a vear been sleeping-car accom- 
modations from Chicago to Houston, via the 
Chicago & Alton Koad to St. Louis, and con- 
necting there with the same kind of cars on the 
Iron Mountain Road; but this increase of ac- 


+ commodation made by the Chicago, Burlington 


& Quincy, by the establishment of the 
first through line of cars, indicated 
such an increase of travel between 
Chicago and Texas that it suggested the inquiry 
as tothe general increase of business relations, 
and at our request Mr. John 8. Corning, the 
Chicago Contracting Agent of the Missouri, 
Kansas & ‘Texas, has prepared the following 
comparative statement of the

The latter State is filling up 
with emigrants from the Atlantic States at a 
rate which now equals the marvelous growth of 
Kansas in the past few years. The lands of 
Texas are rich, the climate is healthful, money 
is plenty there, the basis of trade is cash, and in 
every respect it is growing to be 

ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT FIELDS OF CHI- 

CAGO COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISE. 

As for what products come from Kansas and 
Texas to a market in Chicago, the most impor- 
tant part is the cattle from Texas, which come 
direct to the Chicago Stock-Yards, and help to 
build up that business which is enriching 80 
mang Chicago dealers, as well as furnishing em- 


number of car-loads of cattle which came into 
Chicago from the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway in the months of June and July, 1877, 
was 1,040, this being a large increase on the 
number that came to this city from that road 
before its recent connection with the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy. 

The General Freight-Agent of the Illinois 
Central Railroad has also furnished us with a 
few figures which may give an approximate no- 
tion of the magnitude of the Texas business of 
that road, which bas grown to present dimen- 
stons almost entirely within the last three years, 
since the Illinois Central secured a connection at 
Cairo with the St. Louls & Iron Mountain Rail- 
road. During the year 1876 there were shipped 
from Chicago to Texas, via 
THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND IRON MOUNTAIN 

ROADS, 

250 cars of agricultural implements, wagons, 
etc., and 400 car-loads of lumber. During the 
same year the Illinois Central Company brought 
out of Texas, and direct to the Stock- 
Yards of Chicago, about 1,000 car-loads 
of cattle. We have not the figures 
for any comparison of this year with last in the 
case of the Illinois Central, but the freight 
agent assures us that the total of the above- 
mentioned articles shipped to Texas via these 
roads will be much larger in 1877 than in 1876; 
indeed, the whole Texas freight business from 
and to Chicago is increasing so rapidly that the 
Company find it necessary to be continually 
building new cars for that route. 

Incidental to these items of the increasing di- 
rect trade of Chicago with Texas, we may men- 
tion that in 1876 the Tllinois Central Company 
brought out of Texas and Arkansas for trans- 
shipment to the East 25,000,000 pounds, 
or about 50,000 bales, of cotton. 
The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Road 
is also bringing cotton from Texas to Chicago 
for transfer to Eastern roads at the rate of 
abibut 40,000 bales per year, and in another year 
the amount of Texas cotton moving eastward 
through Chicago by these two great railways 
will probably exceed 100,000 bales per annum. 
Of course some wise people will smile that we 
should view this movement of cotton through 
Chicago to the Eastern spinners as cutting any 
figure in the future growth and prosperity of 
this city, but it will at least show the increasing 
*wealth of the States where Chicago merchants 
and manufacturers are finding a rapidly enlare- 
ing market for their goods,—even if it does not 
show that some time within a few years a con- 
siderable portion of their cotton will be spun 
into cloth here in Chicago instead of being sent 
1,000 miles east bv rail for that purpose. 
ADVANCE IN VALUE OF FARM LANDS GENER- 

ALLY. 

But now, coming again nearer home than the 
far plains of Kansas and Texas, it is an estab- 
lished fact that the value of farming lands 
everywhere in Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, and 
some parts of Wisconsin, arg steadily increasing 
in value and price, and those who have made 
this a subject of special observation say that 
the increase has been most marked in the last 
eighteen mont h just the time during which city 
real estate bas been moss depressed. This recent 
increase in the value of Western farming lands 
is, however, one of the most important indica- 
tions of aturn in the tide of real estate inter- 
ests generally. The wealth and prosperity of 
the agricultural territory tributary to Chicago 
is the foundation of all the wealth and prosper- 
ity of the city. If the great Northwest, with 
its enormbus increase of grain crops this year, 
is prosperous, the trade, wealth, population, 
and value of real estate of Chicago—with its 
area of traffic increasing from year to year, as 
we have indicated in Texas and Kansas—must 
soon feel the benefit. 

In spite of all the evidences of increasing 
prosperity in the West, which we have cited in 
this and our previous article (last Sunday), it 1s 
absolutely amusing to see with what tenacity a 
large proportion of capitalists 

CLING TO THE GLOOMY SIDE OF .THINGS. 

„J think all this is totally wrong and de- 
lusive,”’ said a prominent Chicago capitalist to 
the writer—referring to the publication of 
statistics of the increased crops this year, etc. 

„Hut why, y dear sir; it’s all true, all these 
statistics of increased crops, and increased 
manufactures in Chicago this year as compared 
with last, are not mere hearsay,—we have com- 
piled them from official statistics in most cases, 
and are prepared to prove that our figures are 
rather below than above the facts!“ 

“Yes, yes,“ said the millionaire, they may 
all be true as to figures, but I tell you we can 
have no permanent prosperity in this country, 
or any part of it, until we resume specie pay- 
ments.”’ 

Do you mean specie payments in gold?” 

“Certainly. Redemption in anything else 
than gold would be no redemption at all, but 
only repudiation.”’ 

“Do you think redemption in gold practica- 
ble,—is the gold to be had in the world!“ 

“Of course; plenty of it, if we will only 
economize our expenses and get it. 

“But have you read—”’ 

“No, no,”’—he interrupted, oblivious of 
whether we refered to United States Commis- 
sioner Blake’s Report on the Precious Metals, or 
the Fifth Chapter of St. James — no, I don’t get 
time to read books; I don’t even read the news- 

rs. I usually try in the mornings to skin 
over the headings, but I thiuk the newspapers 
and the theorists are all wrong; they are all 
misleading the people; we shall have no good 
times until we resume specie payments. I 
think too, that this Board of Trade is a curse to 
Chicago; the majority of them are a set of 
shysters, who are continually selling what they 
have'nt got, and then pleading the baby act’ 
when they are required to pay, and the result is 
they keep the range of prices of produce lower 
than they would be.“ 

“ But don’t they also run prices up frequent- 
ly far above what they would be,—there must 
be ‘bulls,’ or else the bears would have nobody 
to sell to!“ 

„The whole business of speculation is wrong, 
and ought to be abolished.” 

„But, coming back to the previous question, 
won't the farmers of the Northwest receive 50 
or 60 per cent more for their total crops this 
year than last?” 
==“ Yes, possibly, if prices don’t go too low; 
but they won’t buy any more goods,—they have 
learned to be economical.”’ 

“ But what will they do with this increase of 
money for their crops of 1877?” 

“Oh, they will pay their debts; they won’t buy 
any more goods.” 

“But even if the farmers do pay their debts, 
what will those do to whom the debts are paid, 
—hoard the money!“ 

Here an ſuterruption occurred from one of the 
dozen impatient clerks and salesmen who had 
been waiting with all sorts of questions to be set- 
tled by the merchant in regard to their dealings 
with the twenty-five or thirty busy country buy- 
ers of goods, who were at that moment distrib- 
uted in various parts of the immense sales- 
room; and with this evidence of continued dull 
times before his eyes, the writer went away 
musing as to whether the debts paid by the 
farmers to the country merchants, and by them 
to this great city merchant, would be hoarded 
in money, or whether the surplus of capital over 
the requirements of his trade would not be invest- 
ed in real estate, valuable business corner lots, or 
possibly even a more palatial mansion than the 
one he occupies now. Would he keep these 
collected debts in greenbacks and age

TWENTY "thet OF HORSE-RAILWAY zu ANNUM. 

Among other evidences of 
ulation in Chicago is the increase 3 
travel which has made the necessity for numer- 
ous extensions of the various lines in the last 
year. 

The West Division Railway Company have ex- 
tended their various lines nearly nine miles 
in the last twelve months, as follows, viz: 

The South Halsted street line has been extend- 
ed from Harrison streét to the South Branch of 
the river. 

The Ogden avenue line has been extended 
from Madison street to Westernavenue. From 
this point we understand the contracts have 
been let for a steam dummy track to Lawndale. 

The Blue Island line has been extended from 
Fifteenth street to Twenty-second. 

The Lake street line from Western avenue to 
the railway crossing. 

Two new lines of cars have also been put on 
new routes by the West Side Company since 
July 1, as follows: 

The Canal street and Canalport avenue line 
runs out on Randolph to Clinton street, south 
on Clinton to Harrison, east on Harrison to 
Canal, south on Canal to Canalport avenue, 
thence southwest on Canalport avenue to Twen- 
ty-second street. The new part of this line is 
about two and one-fourth miles. 

The Twelfth and Canal street line runs on the 
same tracks as above, as far as Twelfth 
street, and thence west on a new route one and 
a half miles to Ashland avenue. 

The South Side Railway Company have ex- 
tended their Indiana avenue line within the last 
month about two miles from Thirty-ninth street 
to Fifty-first, and thence east to the South Park. 
They have also, within the past six months, 
built a new road on Thirty-ninth street, from 
Cottage Grove avenue to the Stock-Yards. 

The South Halsted street line of the South 
Side Company, on South Halsted street, from 
the South Branch of the river tothe Union 
Stock-Yards, about two mies, is also under con- 


tract, and will be built this fall. This line will 
| connect at the river with the West Side Com- 


pany’s line on Halsted street, and thus make a 
complete new line of horse-raliway via Halsted 
street to the Stock- Yards. 

In the northwestern quarter of the city the 
Milwaukee avenue line of railway was recently 
extended west on North avenue to Humboldt 
Park. 

Thus within the last twelve months there 
have been extensions of the various horse-rail- 
way lines of the city, in the aggregate about 
twenty miles. No one, we think, will have the 
temerity to accuse the rai] way companies of hav- 
ing built this additiona) twenty miles of railway 
for fun,—more nickels was the great incentive, 
and these additional nickels are undoubtedly com- 
ing from a city population that is increasing so 
fast that it requires an increase of horse-railways 
at the rate of twenty miles per annum, and the 
establishment of nearly a dozen new omnibus- 
linesin the same time. 

In our real estate article of last Sunday, un- 
der the general head of Hard Pan,“ a passing 
reference was made to 

ILLEGAL FORBCLOSURES, 
and oa this matter we believe that the general 
public, and even the parties most interested, 
have very little idea of how large a proportion 
of the foreclosures of real-estate mortgages and 
of the sales under trust-deeds are in violation 
of the laws of the State. 

It is well understood that a very large major- 
ity of the loans on Chicago real estate—prob- 
ably seven-eighths of the whole—are of money 
belonging to individuals or corporations of other 
States. This fact throws all cases of litigation 
in regard to the foreclosure of such mortgages 
or sales under such trust-deeds into the United 
States Courts, where such sales or foreclosures 
are then made under a decree of the Court. It 
is also well known by those whose business 
makes them conversant with such affairs, that 
a very large proportion of non-resident lenders 
have preferred to have their sales and foreclos- 
ures made under such decrees of the United 
States Courts, though it is probably not so well 
known why the money-lenders preferred these 
foreclosures and sales made under the decrees 
of the courts, instead of the simpler manner 
provided for in the trust-deeds and mortgages; 
but the following facts will probably throw 
some light on the causes of this preference, and 
at the same time show where—in the opinion of 
some of the best legal talent in the city—a large 
proportion of such foreclosures are illegal. 

In the case of the foreclosure of a mortgage 
or sale under a trust-deed, where both the bor- 
rower and lender are residents of this State, if 
the sale is in any manner contested by the 
mortgageor, the case goes into one of the State 
courts, and in case of a decree that the sale 
shall be made 

THE PROCESS OF SALE IS AS FOLLOWS, 
viz.: The sale is ordered by the Court to take 
piace, usually within a few days—say ten—after 
the issue of the decree. Due notice having been 
given according to law, the Master-in-Chancery 
then proceeds to sell, and upon the sale issues 
to the buyer a certificate of such pur- 
chasé, but this certificate does not en- 
title the buyer to a deed of 
the property until fifteen months after the date 
of sale. Any time within twelve months after 
such sale the mortgageor may redeem the prop- 
erty by payment of the sum for which he was 
indebted at the time of sale, together with 10 
per cent interest from that time until redemp- 
tion. After the expiration of the twelve 
months, the right of the mortgageor to redeem 
is extinguished, but at any time between the 
expiration of the twelve months and the ex- 
piration of the fifteen months urst mentioned, 
viz.: for three months after the extinguish- 
ment of the mortgageor’s right to redeem, any 
judgment creditor of the mortgageor may re- 
deem the property upon the same terms as were 
open, during the first twelve months, té the 
mortgageor. 

THESE EQUITIES OF REDEMPTION 

are in accordance with express provisions, in re- 
gard to such foreclosures, in the Statutes of 
the State of illinois, as may be seen by refer- 
ence to Cap. 77, Secs. 18 and 20 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1874; these provisions, however, 
being also only re-enactments of the Statutes 
of- 1845, and thus reaching back so as to cover 
probably every present loan on Chicago real 
estate. 

But now we come to the point of why lend- 
ers of money who were non-residents of the 
State, and therefore have access tc the United 
States courts, have chosen to forecbse through 
the courts at all. Inthe United States Courts 
(chancery side) it has been the rule ia case of de- 
cree of foreclosure of mortgage, or der of sale 
under a trust-deed, ta order that unless the 
amount due on such mortgage or trust-deed 
should be paid within one hundred days from the 
entry of the decree, the Master in Chancery 
should sell the property at the end d the nun- 
dred days, and at once upon such ale shoulda 
give the purchaser a deed. This, it his been as- 
sumed, makes an end of the whole matter, the 
result being that the borrower of a na-resident 
lender is cut out of one year for 
of the property, which he would unq 
have if the lender had been a reskbnt of the 


receut important cases of will 
ably come up in the proper courts this fall. and 


tract in the loan must be so strictly followed 
that many of the largest money-lending cor- 
porations have chosen to go into the courts and 
sell under their decrees in preference to relying 
upon the powers in the trust-deeds alone. It 
will thus be seen that this question of the prac- 
tice of the Unitea States courts will affect the 
titles to a large amount of property already 
sold, besides being of great interest to present 
debtors who fear they may be sold out. 
TAXATION. 

One of the clogs on the real estate market is 
the outrageous taxation, not only in the city, 
but in the towns adjoining it. Among these 
Hyde Park and Lake are getting a very bad 
prominence. In some, perhaps most cases, ex- 
cept where the property belongs to some mem- 
ber of the ringswhich control the towns, it is 
assessed for more than it would bring either at 
public sale or even at the old rate, one- quarter 
down, balance in one, two, and three years, 
with 6 per cent interest.“ The fact is, owners 
have to pay for their property every few years 
twice over, and if the ringsters continue to sad- 
die the towns with debts and by “‘ ways that are 
dark plunder the poor, helpless owners, 
the time is not distant when all the 
values will be swallowed up in this remorseiess 
robbery. The taxpayers are beginning to move 
in these matters, several meetings of those hav- 
ing recently been held in Lake and Hyde Park, 
and H some of the villains who have been rob- 
bing tLe people of their money do not find 
themselves in State’s prison it will be because 
they skip out in time to escape it. 

THE LOAN MARKET. 

Agents have done a slightly better business 
the past week, and have several applications for 
loans under consideration, with good expecta- 
tions of bringing them to a happy conclusion. 
The weakness in the rates of interest is the main 
feature. Capitalists are disposed to 
take lower rates where renewals are 
asked for, in preference to gobbimg up 
the property, and even where there is norequest 
for an extension, the money-lender is 
not at all anxious to handle his funds, and is 
willing to submit to concessions so long as the 
borrower keeps up his interest. The market is 
not active, but it is improving. In comparison 
with new loans payments cannot be reported so 
good as they were at the commencement of the 
month. Some agents who made reckless in- 
vestments in times past are doing little else 
than selling out their customers.

TIE LABOR QUESTION. 


What Mr. ©. C. Gibbs Thinks of 
’ Putting the Unemployed at 
Farming. 


His Objections to Doing It by 
Government or Pri- 


Proposition to Capitalists to Undertake It 
as a Profitable Investment. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuiwaco, Aug. 18.—The recent labor strikes 
and attendant disturbances have forced upon 
publis attention the fact that we have in our 
cities and larger towks @ large surplus popula- 
tion for whom there is no present use, nor like- 
ly to be for some time to come; that owing to 
„ the depressed condition of all branches of busi- 
ness and trade, with dimimished production in 
all lines of manufactures, there is no employ- 
ment within their reach that will afford the 
means of support ‘for themselves and families. 
There are two men for every. day’s work there 
is to be done, while the pav for that day’s work 
will barely support one andthe question 
how work can be supplied, so that these unem- 
ployed men can earn their support, has become 
the foremost question of the day, and is writ- 
ten, talked, and preached about as the labor- 
probiem. This distress and embarrassment is 
by do means contincd to the workingman, or 
What we arc accustomed to call the laboring 
classes, but embraces persons from 41] grades 
of emplorment as well as those who have done 
business on their own account, but have lost 
employment or business through the pressure 
of times, and are now in the most distressed 
7 stances, and iv anyconsideration looking 
to tne relief of people auflering for the lack of 
employment they are as much or more entitled 
to our syinpathy and aid than are the common 
clas since the contrast Detween 
their present and former condition is greater 
aud more keenly felt. 0 
While there is such a condition of distress and 
suffering in our commercial aud manufacturing 
centres. and so little that is hopeful in the im- 
mediate future, when we turn to our agricuilt- 
ural and wmterests we find in strange 
contrast a cvndition of 1 and general pros-

or barley; every pound of beef, pork, butter, 
cheese, or wool; every bale ol cotton, and in 
overy product of the soil, is in demand, 
at remunerative prices to the producer.

It is a mistake to suppose, as some do, that 
because a man has strength of muscle all that 
is necessary to make him into a successful 
farmer is to put him on a piece of land and give 
him the implements of husbandry. 

A colony should be made up largely of those 
who have at some time lived in the country, and 
have some practical knowledge of farming, and 
many people would be surprised to know how 
large a percentage of our population, embracing 
classes in society, came from farms. There are 
many persons without practical knowledge of 
farming, whose intelligence and what the 
Yankees call knack, would enable them to soon 
overcome all difficulties. Above all things, up- 
rightness of character and babits of industry 
and. temperance are indispensable. 
far as general farming 
my impression is that, taking al 
things into the account, Texas offers 
greater inducements to the emigrant of small 
means than any of the new States; while for 
special farming—like the raising of carly iruits 
and vegetables for the Northern markets, and 
in which case tracts of from twenty to forty 
acres each would be sufficient—we have the 
whole range of the Southern States from which 
to select. 

I have no idea that any plan of colonization

A LOST LIFE. 

A tew weeks ago there was found dead in his 
house at Dijon, France, Paul Legrand, a man of 
71, and a well-known character of the city. Ev- 
idences of suicide, in the presence of a half- 
emptied laudanum bottle and a tumbler with 
the dregs of adose of polson in the bottom, 
were at hand, and on tne table beside them was 
the following most curious memoir,—a memoir 
whieh will take its yee in the collection of lit- 
erary curiosities of the century, and by which 
the author seems to have ved, very conclu- 
sively tor himself at least, that, dying at the 
age of 71, be had not really lived at all: 

„All suffering, pain, ennui, despair, sorrow, 
desire, and t should be taken from our 
Uves, he wri and then proceeds to deduct 
those experiences from his own score of years, 
and to foot up the loss. 

The whole memoir may perhaps be explained 
by one of its opening clauses: 

At the age of 8 y I was weaned,”’ it says. 
„At 6I spoke, but badly; at 7 years I cracked 
my skull, ana at 9was cured. therefore de- 
duct these nine years from my existence—for 
it cannot be called life to drink the sour milk of 
—＋ nurse, to speak incoherently, to crack one’s 
skull. 

„At 9 years I began my studies; but hav- 
ing a hard head, in consequence of my cracked 
skull, I was slow of instruction. At the end of 
two yearsI knew my alphabet, but at what 
cost! The letter Z alone cost me 1,400 blews 
with a ruler, and the twenty-three others mar- 
tyred me. At 12 vears I couldread, it was tru 
but my body was wealed with those alphabetical 


scars. 

“They now endeavored to teach me Latin, 
and I forgot my French. At 15 years I kuew 
absolutely nothing at all, and in co uence of 
a bread-and-water diet was a mere skeleton. 1 
therefore deduct, for my school-days, six years 
more from my miserable life. 

“At 15 my father apprenticed me as clerk to 
a Notary. Now commenced a new species of 
martyrdom. I rose at 6, swept the office, built 
the fire, and was kicked by the head clerks,

dinner. The five years I 2 this way I de- 
duct off what is Jeft of my life.

Bat 
the reported shipments of Friday were relatively 
small, and that furnished a fonndation for the be- 
lief on the part of some that our grain will not be 
wanted at present prices in volume sufficient to 
absorb the receipts. A few took the opposite 
ground, that the downward movement of the past 
is enough to make farmers hold back and wait a 
little fora market, in which case the shorts might 
find themselves in a pinch,—corner rules or no cor- 
ner rules. 

The dry-goods market was fairly active for the 
season, and was steady and firm. The attendance 
of country buyers is noticeably on the increase, 
and the quantity of goods ordered through the 
mails is also daily increasing. Groceries were in 
good demand, and previous prices were thoroughly 
sustained. Coffees and rice still show a slight up-

BURDENED WITH BRIC-A-BRAC, 
New York World. 

An English Baronet, named Sir William 
Gregory Weldy, has discovered that one may 
indeed have too much of agood thing. He is 
the head of an ancient family in Lincolnshire, 
where his ancestors served as High Sheriffs as 
long ago as the reigns of Richard II. and Henry 
VII., and he owns, among other places, a seat 
called Denton Hall. At Denton Halt he finds 
htmeelf plagued with an accumulation of 
‘* heirlooms,’’ chiefly bequeathed by Gregory 
Gregory, of Harlaxton, long ago, to bis heir-at- 
law.

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SHIPKA PASS. 

Hafiz Pasha is reported marching on Shipka 
Pass with a strong force of Turkish troops. 
The passe is still held by a small remnant of the 
gwallant division under command of Gourka 
which made, some time since, such a brilliant but 
seemingly fruitless raid across the Balkans. Gen. 
Gourka’s forces are certainly in a most critical 
position. With Suleiman Pasha and a strong 
army to the south, and Hafiz Pasha’s army to 
the north of them, they can hardly escape cap- 
ture, if not total annihilation. 

A mall force of Russian soldiers are still 
guarding Nikopolis, or rather the ruins of that 
place. They have no easy duty to perform, 
however, for Bashi-Bazuouks and other Turkish 
irregular horsemen pay nightly and bloody visits 
to the outposts. They come from the direction 
of Plevna, and succeed in doing much injury to 
the troops in front of Nikopolis.

CHURCH CHANGES. 
A STEADY DSCREASE IN MINISTERIAL CANDI- 
DATES. 
New York Herald. 
Notawithstanding the apparent increase in 
the number of young men who have sought to 
enter the ministry during the last three years. 
it is a painful refiection, strengthened by obser- 
vation of those in position to know whereof they 
affirm, that the number of candidates for the 
ministry is constantly and steauily diminishing. 
And this is not confined to any single denomi- 
nation. The Baptists, Presbyterians, Congre- 
gationalists, and Episcopalians make the same 
complaint. The Methodists have shut the doors 
of their conferences to keep out the crowds who 
seek to enter, and yet their Bishops tell them 
every few years that the incomers do not equal 
the outgoers, and that something more must be 
done to encourage young men to seek the min- 
istry. But everything that can be done is done 
already. Young men can get a collegiate and 
tneological education almost free or for “ next 
to nothing.” And yet they do not keep pace 
with the wants of the Church and the increase 
of population. Dr. A. H. Strong, President of 
the ptist Institution at Rochester. N. Y., 
has collected and published some statistics 
on this point covering a period of a half century, 
which he divides into five decades, und takes 
the uates of the leadiliz colleges as a basis. 
At Yale College, the first ten years of its history, 
72 per cent of the studcuts had the ministry in 
view. In the first decade of the fifty years 30 
per cent had the ministry iu view, in the last, 
only 11. In Williams College. in the first de- 
cade of the fifty years, 59 per cent were looking 
to the ministry; iv the last, only 15. In Am- 
herst, in the first decade, the percentage is 61; 
in the last, 26. Hamilton College dropped from 
88 per cent to 23, Brown University from 39 to 
19 per cent: Rochester from 46 to 22. The av- 
erage of all these colleges was 46 per cent in the 
first decade, and 17 in the last. hese ficures 
t well awaken anxiety for our country. 
Not simply relatively to the number of students 
in a course of preparation, but absolutely the 
number of candidates for the ministry is con- 
stantly diminishing. Meanwhile the call tor 
men to fill important stations of usefulness is 
becoming ever more pressing. As Daniel Web- 
ster said about the legal professicn, so we may 
about the ministerial, “ There is plenty of room 
at the top. 
Among the reasons for this falling-off sug- 
by Dr. Strong, one is the marked change 
u the tone and spirit ofthe age. A mist seems 
to have come over all those sublime truths so 
much revered by our fathers. Materialism has 
supplanted the ideal philosophy. This has 
greatly increased the forms of professional life, 
so that from three learned professions we have 
adozen. The secularization of our seats of 
learning ests another reason. A secular air 
in co expelled special religious or the- 
ol study. One hundred years ago (he 
might have said fifty) religious or theological 
teaching formed a part of every college curricu- 
lum. The young man who became a lawyer had 
studied theology with his fellow-student who 
entered the ministry. Thus a bond of union was 
formed between them which brought them into 
intimate relations. Now, theology—the science 
of God—is about the only science which is not 


taught in our colleges. As for remedies, the min- 
istry itself must magnify their office in every pos- 
sible way. The churches must lay hands on 


young men and compel them to take 


up the office. But the ministry have magnified 
their office so greatly that there is no chance for 
the average young man to enter their ranks, 


and gifted young men can do better so far as 
money-making is concerned in other callings. 
And for the soul-saving part, which now is a sec- 
ondary consideration with many ministers, any 
Christian young man can do his part in the work 
as well without as with the consent of the 
church authorities. 

Baptists, Presbyterians, and others hold the 
idea that when God calis a man tothe ministry 
He also calls a congregation to be served by 
bim. Hence a candidate is never ordained by 
those bodies, nor sent forth with their imprima- 
ture unless a congregation willing to sit under 
his ministry hus been found. But they may uot 
want him more than a year or two, and then be 
goes off. perhaps even without a Godspeed, to 
seek other pastures and other flocks to feed for 
two or three years more. The Catholic and the 
Metbodist Churches are the only ones that keep 
up — sort of equilibrium between their con- 
gregations and the misisterial supply. There is 
a fault somewhere in tbe ecclesiastica! polity of 
other sects that keeps one-half or more of their 
ministers idle and their pulpits empty.

WHAT THE MOHAMMEDAN BIBLE TEACHES. 

The revelations which were made to Moham- 
med are contained in the Koran. which has ever 
been, and still is, the Bible of his followers. It 
is divided into 114 chapters, which were deliver- 
ed at different times, th rough a course of years, 
as circumstances required, the later portions 
often revoking aad contr adicting the earlier. 
Asthe different portions were given by the 
angel, they were proclaimed, and then written 
down by a scribe on palm leaves, skins, or other 
fit materials, and these loose scripts were thrown 
promiscuously into an ark or chest. After the 
Prophet’s death, they were taken out and pub- 
lished without the slightest regard to order, 
method, dates, or subjects, so that the student 
has no means of finding the proper place of any 
chapter, but by comparing it with the Prophet's 
history, and seeing where it will best fit the oc- 
casion. This makes the Korana very difficult 
book to read or studv to any advantage. a 
The teachings of the Koran correspond, in 
many points, with those of the Old Testament.

Jar to the outside world is more often resorted 
to. 


Our objections are not so much to the amuse- 
ments, but to the object for which they are em- 
ployed., Dancing may be well enough in its 
poem Oe certainly ite place is not the Church 
of God, 

What an influence was exerted by this one 
event. As we passed out the gate we noticed 
the fence to be partially covered by Chicago’s 
lowest characters, and from one a remark was 
heard as applicable as vile. 

If the Church has come to such a pass that 
she is obliged to be supported, not by voluntary 
contributions, accompanied by prayers that His 


cause may be advanced by them, but by those 


who buy for pleasure’s sake, for value to be re- 
ceived,—we say if the Church has come to such a 
pass, what will her future be?

long line of cases filled with jewels wrought 
into necklaces, and bracelets, and brooches, and 
combs; into buckies,: and buttons, and bows, 
and rosettes; into girdles and plumes: into fans 
and stars; and into eagles and orders, until the 
very profusion makes them common, and you 
become critical. of gems as if they were but 
shells on the sea-shore, renewed by every in- 
coming tide. For centuries Russia has drawn 
upon the hoarded treasurcs of Turkey, Persia, 
and India,—regions of jewels and of people who 
delight to wear them,—and now the mines of 
Sioeria have come to swell her stores. Nothing 
can be more beautiful than some of the Sibe- 
rian crystals exhibited here, with their delicate 
tints of green, rose, and violet, for the setting 
of which the purest diamonds have been deemed 
too costly. 
PERSIA’S JEWELS. 

The jewels owned by the Shah of Persia are 
valued at several millions of pounds sterling. 
Mr. Easterick, in his Journal of a Diplomat, 
writes of them as follows: “I have mentioned 
that, according to Persian tradition, the Darya 
i-Nur, the sister jewel to the famous Kur-i- 
Nur, was with it on the hilt of Afrasaib’s sword, 
according to some, 3000 B. C. Timur carried it 
away from Persia, it having been brought there 
by Rustam, and Nadir brought it back. It 
alone is valued at £2,000,000, and altogether the 
jeu cis cannot be worth less than 28,000, 000.“ 

JEWELS OF A PRIXCESS. 

A lady writing from Lake Como, Italy, de- 
scribes the jewels of Princess Baritinski. “I 
was dining,“ she says, with the Princess 
the other evening, and. after dinner, Miss P. 
asked ber to show. mc her jewels. I had seen 
some of them ut balls and receptions in Rome. 

A 
large, trunk-like box was brought into the din- 
ing-room, unlocked, and the various drawers 
spread out on the tables.

One necklace was composed of huge 
solitaires, larger than a man’s thumb, with great 
pear-shaped pendants.

Among the diamonds was a large soll- 
taire, with a fine diamond pendant which the 
Empress Catharine gave to Baritinski at his

SOME OLD PLAY-BILLS. 
Appletons’ Journal for September 

We found a long-lost kev the other day, which 
opened the archives of a buried experfénce.—a 
kev which unlocked a treasure-house of recol- 
lections, an open sesame of the past. 

For Cirysostom, as we called bim, or the 
„Golden Mouthed,” so fascinating are his old 
stories, bad often referred to a lost collection of 
old play-bils. In what trunk, box, bandbox. 
dundle,“ were they stranded The accumula- 
tion of a house is a fearful thing. In every well- 
ordered family there should be a Hercules, who 
should, once inten years, dig out the garret, the 
cellar, the old bookcases, bringing à fresh en- 
thusiasm, an untatigued belief, in that buried 
will” which out to turn up behind Scott's 
“ Commentaries.’’ One such young Hercules 
in our family found the old play-bills, yellow as 
gold and almost as priceless, and laid them at 
our feet. 

Chrysostom began, when he saw them, with 
his own first tragedyin which he was a star- 
actor. He and his brother and cousin started 
off with their Christmas-money to see Finn 
et the old Richmond-Hill Theatre, in Iton 
street,—a great evening. abolidav perforfhance. 
They had 25 cents each when they arrived at 
door of the theatre. Beholda sickening crowd! 
a vit full of heartless creatures, one of whom 
sat down on the youthful head of Chrysostom 
asaconvenicnt resting-place. Of course, this 
was not to be endured. The unhappy boys 
struggied out, catching a beart-ereaking vision 
of the green curtain as they weat,—three Peris 
at the gate, and no admittance! A council of 
war was heid on the sidewalk, and as they had 
observed that there were plenty of good seats 
in the circle,—price, 75 cents each—what did 
two of these generous boys do, but conclude to 
club their money together and send tp the eld- 
est brother, a delightful boy, their own great 
hero, a male Schehcrezade for telling stories, 
while they walked home with a lumpin each 
throat and the tears coursing down each inno- 
cent nose! 

This early act of self-sacrifice on the part of 
Chrysostom was to be rewarded by a long and 
excellent and complete theatrical expericace. 
He was destined to see the best acting and to 
hear the best singing in all Europe and in his 
own country. He collected play-bills in Al 
eitzes, and recoilections which are a perpetual 
feast. The oldest of these yellow treasures is 
dated Saturday evening. Jan. 7, 1832, and is of 
the American Theatre, Bowery, Mr. Hamblin’s 
benefit, and the last night of the season. They 
played Venice Preserved,” with Miss Clifton 
as Beividera; the comedy of “Everybody’s 
Husband,” with Mrs. Maugeon as Ars. Im- 
pernel ; The Review,” with Mrs. Maugeon as 
Lucy, “in waich she will sine by particular re- 
quest The Dashing White Sergeant,’ ‘I’ve 
been roaming,’ and As he marched through 
the town.’” [The entertainment to conclude 
with part of the third, fourth, and fifth acts of 
‘Virginius,’ and (first time) Virginia by Miss 
Clifton.”’ 

Hamblin played im every one of these pieces. 
What monstrous versatility: what immense iu- 
dustry! If that isn’t a good bill, what is! 
How gay, how dashing, bow amusing it all 
sounds! I wish somebody would sing for me, 
by particular request, “The Dashing White 
Sergeant,” ‘I’ve been roaming,” and As he 
marchea through the town.“ Do we get as 
much in our play-bills now? It seems to me 
there then were more cakes and ale. There was 
variety, there was a lively change from grave to 
gay. Ye must bave taken all Saturday night, 
and, one sears, part of the next day. 

Then we find, on Monday evening, June 4, 
1832, the beautiful Clifton (a fine, great creature, 
with black eyes, regular features, and a touth- 
ing voice, so Chrysostom says) singing in the

Then, after a long interval, in which Chrysos- 
tom enjoys the glories of the old Park Theatre, 
and sees processions of Keans, Trees, Cush- 
mans, Wallucks, and other names which were 
not born to die, he sails off for Europe, and we 
find the Haymarket, the Italian Opera-House, 
or Her Majesty's Theatre, and other names of 
high renown, on the yellow papors. Here we 
have a play-bill which many a collector would 
steal from us, if he could: .

AMERICAN SYMPATHY FOR RUSSIA, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnicaeo, Aug. 17.—While it is an incontro- 
vertible fact that the undivided sympathy of 
America is with Russia in ber present terrible 
struggle with the enemy of civilization and 
progress, the Turk, still Tun Tuer is the 
only journal which, up to this time, has venti- 
lated the slightest suggestion for the practical 
expression of that sympathy. I refer to the 
letter which appeared in its columns of yester- 


day’s date, over a blank signature, the writer of 
which canvassed the views of your readers as to 
the best means of aiding the iriendsof humanity 
in the sangulnary struggle now going on be- 
tween Russia and Turkey. 

Now, it is astounding to me, the apathy 
shown in America in this matter. When this 
country was in peril, we know we had the sin- 
cere sympathy of Russia, even in the face of En- 
gland's treachery and intrigue, Besides, the 
war now being waged in Europe concerns all 
bumanity, and America, generous ineverything, 
must not allow herself to lag into indifference, 
when the voice of the stricken, dying, and neg- 
lected soldier (a familiar) Invokes her aid, and 
the aid of all who feel for the woes of the suf- 
fering, or the agonies of butchered brave and 
chivalrous men. 

The whole world, with the solitary exception 
of England, prays for the success of the Rus- 
sian arms, and itisonly necessary to make a 
practical move to demonstrate this fact-so far as 
America is concerned. 

Now, what | wo ud suggest as the most feasi- 
ble course tor your correspondent to pursue, in 
order to give American sympathy life, is to 
start the formation of a well-equipped ambu- 
lance corps, such as Ireland sent out to France 
during the late war with Germany. This is the 
only movement of any real value that I can 
conceive which will not conflict with our neu- 
trality-obligations; and, from the more than 
enthusiastic reception which the Irish ambu- 
lance received everywhere in France, and from 
the acknowledged service it rendered during 
the war, I am satisfied a similar corps from this 
country would be hailed as, and prove, a boon 
and blessing to the thousands who, in the 
dattles that have been fought, as well as those 
which are to take place, have been, and will be, 
of necessity left to die uncared for and neg- 
lected on the field of slaughter, by both sides. 

The ambulance is honored and held sacred by 
the belligerents of all nations, and even the 
Turks would respect them as messengers of 
mercy; for — 1 they might be attached to 
the Russian army) it would still be their duty to 
comfort and aid the dying Mussulman, just as 
much.as the wounded Cossack. Such a corps as 
I suggest could assuage more pain and u, 
and do more good for humanity, than I have 
time or space to picture. 

The Irish ambulance in France, during its 
comparatively brief labors, saved, under Provi- 
dence, fully 700 liv and nourished and 
tended thousands w might otherwise 
have perished through neglect. It 
was fitted out by su ns 
raised in Dublin; and France, crush and 
bleeding as she was at the cloge of the war, was 
not satisfied with merely passing a vote of 
thanks to Ireland, but esteemed the service of 
the ambulance so highiy that she sent a special 
deputation from Paris to Dublin to tender the 
nation’s gratitude to the whole country, and to 
present each member of the corps with a gold 
medal for his fidelity, fortitude, and gallantry, 
and as a gratefn] memento of the sympathy and 
service given to France in her hour of need 
Now there is nothing more simple than to re- 

at, on behalf of Russia, this noble and chafit- 
able project in Chicago. The only obstacle is 
the lack of funds, and Iam sure the generosity 
and humanity of our citizens requires little 
prompting to have this barrier over- 

. Most of them know what 

: to suffer, and they will 
the more readily sympathize; but those who 
are unfortunate enough to have to look on the 
horrors and the agonies of a battle-field where 
even civilized nations are the combatants,—oh! 
to these it is not necessary to portray the un- 
utterable misery, desolation. and cruelty which 
are everywhere to be met with in the wake of a 
war which promises to be the most protracted, 
crucl, and bloody of the century. 

To relieve the sufferers in this gigantic strug- 
gle, then, should be the aim of the benevolent, 
the religious. and the bumane; and I shall be 
glad to confer with any one who desires to aid 
in the good cause, es ly your correspondent 
whose letter appeared in tne & issue.

Some of the paintings which the Exposition 
Art Committee has secured for this year's dis- 
play have considerable historical interest, and 
orominent in this connection is the large paint- 
ing, by Claudius Jacquand, of William the 
Silent selling his jewels in order that he might 
tise funds to carry on the war in the Nether- 
Jands. The artist has not often been represent- 
2d in this country, though he is an annual con- 
cributor of portraits and figure pieces to the 
Balen of Paris. By looking up his historical 


record, it appears that he was born in Lyons, 


and must now be at an advanced age. as he 
gained the second-class medal at the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1824, won the first-class medal in 1836, 
and obtamed the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
in 1839. The subject he chose for the 
present picture is from an interesting portion 
of the struggle between the Duke of Alva and 
the Prince of Orange, which makes Motley’s 
history of the period very fascinating. It was in 
the beginning of 1568 that William commenced to 
wage war against the forces of the Spanish King, 
and in order to equip his forces, Motley 
relates. the Prince himself sold all his jewels, 
pi ate, tapestry, and other furniture, which were 
of almost regal magnificence.” The campaign 
was a wearisome and fruitless one, his only ad- 
versary avoiding any engagement, and, in De- 
cemver, the unfortunate leader had pawned all 
his camp-equipage, his plate, and his furniture 
to provide partial payment for his troops. Two 
years later, the Prince, who had been reared in 
courtiy splendor, had abandoned the old relig-

It is rarely that a Judge has had occasion to 
exceriate eit her a plaintiff or a defendant as se- 
verely as Judge Van Brunt was provoked to do 
in dismissing the suit of the Countess Hein- 
rueth.

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Infantile Amusements on Land 
and Water. 


The Charming Lotta and the Notori- 
ous Edward Stokes.

Cars May, N. J., Aug. 16.—Every one knows 
that Cape May is situated at the southern ex- 
tremity of New Jersey, and is one of the most 
fashionable watering-places in the United States. 
- Philadelphians and Baltimoreans pour by hun- 
dreds every summer into this City by the Sea, 
and hither also flock others from every State 
and city in the Union. The beach is said to be 
the safest on the Jersey coast, and the Cape 
“Mayans boast that nobody can be drowned 
here except of their own free will, since a well- 
manned life-boat is on duty always in front of 
the principal hotels during bathing hours. And, 
if we may believe the gossip of the place, self- 
destruction is not as easy as it might be with a 
whole ocean to drown in, for the story goes 
that an unhappy wife did her best the other day 
to find a watery grave, and was rescued by the 
life-boat whether she would or no. This season 
there has not been a single fatal accident, 
and, although several persons have been 
half drowned. either the life-boat orsome bather 
who could swim has managed to save them in 
good time. A young man from Philadelphia, 
member of a yachting party, was drowned re- 
cently at Sea Grove, a new bathing-place which 
within the past few years has been established 
near Cape May light-house, about three miles 
from here. It is said here that he was seized 
and drawn down by f shark, and apprehensive 
people have since been on the watch for like 
fish here, but they have not made their appear- 
ance inside the bar, and outside of that nobody 
ever bathes. Most of the shipping down the 
coast from New York, and all of that from 
Philadelphia, passes within sight of the Cape. 
At bathing hour they venture as near as possi- 
ble to shore to see the crowd in the water, 
and on a clear day we have counted thirty sail 
clearly visible te the naked eye. Some pass so 
near that the people on deck may be seen, and 
then a deafening shout goes up from the 
bathers, to be answered by ringing cheers from 
the vessel thus greeted. 

It is a common saying here, as at other seaside | 
resorts, that nobody is pretty in a bathing suit, 
and, though there are exceptions to the rule, 

are exceptions which prove it. The ortho- 
dox style, which use has proved most conveni- 
ent and suitable, is of blue flannel cut with 
blouse and Turkish trousers all in one, to which 
garment a short skirt is buttoned at the waist.
